The health officer of Lincoln
county has n clear conception of his
Julie, and has issued an address to
the citizens in which he notifies
them of his programme for future
action.

Merchant, butchers, bakers nnd
other dealers nre warned against
exhibiting fruits, vegetables, meats,
milk, butter and other eatables on
the streets without properly screen-
ing such articles protecting them
from flies nnd other sources of con-
tamination. Dairymen are informed
that they must have their cows in-

spected and proved free from tuber-
culosis nnd that their premises and
equipments must be kept in sanitary
condition. Bakeries nnd butcher
shops nre to be inspected from time
to time, and the proprietors of such
places nre urged to keep their hou
ses ui order. Attention is called to
the State law ngoinst the common
drinking cup. Citizens arc warned
that weeds must be cut and stagnant
water and kerosined saddened friends (re3 ot in their
prevent breeding plnces for moqui-tos.- "

stables, hogpens, henhouses
nnd other plnces where flies origin-

ate must be made sanitary and kept
to.

Evidently the health officer of
Lincoln county expects to be a very
luisy man this summer. He has cut
out for himself n large amount of
work, "but he U proceeding on the
right plan, and if the people in his
bailiwick will with him
hi labors will be lightened and the
country will be a better and health-
ier place in which to live. A vigi-

lant health officer is worth a gTeat
deal to a community, flis job is
largely a thankless one, and if he
docs his duty fully and conscienti-
ously he is likely to be the recipient
of more curses thnn compliments.
A considerable portion of the public
is disposed to recent modern sani-

tary ideas, and until there is more
general education along these lines
the position of health guardian will
be no bed of roses. In the face of
these well-kno- facts ti is gratify-
ing observe that so many of tho
conntry health officers nre showing
a disposition to enlorce sanitary
law6 and regulations without fear or
favor.
